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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In response to applicant's argument that there is 
no suggestion to combine the references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying 
the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found 
either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 
1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re Jones. 958 F.2d 347. 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, it would have been 
obvious to combine the teachings of Lo et al (US 5,91 1 ,044), Cunningham (US 6,208,436) and Owa et al (US 2001/0043357) for teaching 
the claimed limitation; wherein Lo et al fails to teach at least one computer terminal adapted to receive input including any address for 
sending a scanned image, the address being input by a requestor and the input scan setting. However, the motivation for combining 
Cunningham teaching of this feature (abstract, col, 3 lines 1-8, col. 6 lines 9-13 and 25-34, col. 7 lines 14-20 and 29-40, col.9 lines 58-61) 
with Lo et al's scanning system is supported by Lo et al's objective to provide a scanning system capable of retrieving and transferring a 
scanned image over a computer network (col.1 line 55-col.2 line 42). Furthermore, the motivation for combining Owa et al to teach the 
claimed limitation of selecting a scan order from a plurality of orders and to retrieve a scanner node having the suitable scan capability 
based on an instruction is supported by Owa et al's objective to provision a system that allows for the selection of an optimum printing 
device from among the network printers for each printing job (page 1 paragraphs 0008-0010). Thus it is evident that make obvious 
Applicant's claimed invention. Applicant's arguments are therefore unpersuasive and the rejection of the prior art is maintained. 
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
